Notwithstanding a report issued in a 
daily paper yesterday afternoon concern- 
ing the building of the gymnasium and 
dormitories and the remodelling of the 
Arts 'building, nothing has been defin- 
itely decided upon by the Governors of 
the University as yet. There was a re- 
port sent in by She building committee 
recommending that certain work should 
he proceeded with and the plans were 
being prepared, but none of the work 
has been officially sanctioned and no 
work has been let out to contractors. 

•The chances are. liowevcr, that the 
report of the building committee will re- 
ceive favorable consideration when it is 
brought up at tiie next meeting of the 
Governors and an extensive building 
program should be started early in tht 
spring. The plans as presented call fot 
radical changes in the Arts building 
and new gymnasium and dormitory ac- 
commodation. 

If the plans go .through McGill will 
have a regular gymnasium next fall. The 
plans, which have been mooted .for many 
years but postponed so often that many 
of the students had given up hope of 
ever realizing them, call for a large 
building beside the stadium in which the 
college indoor sporting activities will be 
centralized. The suggestions call for a 
fully equipped gymnasium, with a swim- 
ming tank and all the other accessor- 
ies that go to make such a place per- 
fect. 

Tn addition the college suggests mak- 
ing the first move towards providing 
permanent dormitories for the students. 
Unable to secure tbc funds to build the 
large structures that arc eventually 
scheduled to be seen at the foot of the 
mountain, the building committee sug- 
gests that one or two floors of 'the 
gymnasium building be equipped as dor- 
mitories so that approximately 150 stu- 
dents could be accommodated with 
rooms. 

The building will be the second move 
towards the formation of Macdonald 
Park, the first of which was made when 
the present stadium was completed. Ac- 
cording to the plans made out some 
years ago, the dormitories were to con- 
sist of a series of imposing buildings 
to he situated on the ground above the 
stadium. The gymnasium was to be si- 
tuated on Pine Avenue in the space be- 
tween .'.he athletic field and the street.

Morrice and North Flats Dis- 
cuss the Practice of 
Deception 

The students of the Presbyterian Col- 
lege held a debate last night under the 
auspices of the Literary and Debating 
Society. This is ilhc. third big event held 
by the Society this year and following 
close on the Mock Trial and Concert, 
it is a credit to the cnthusiam and activ- 
ity of the residents of this College. 

The President of the Society. A. C. 
Lloyd, called. the meeting ito order and 
announced . the. «ttbiecfc.af~.the Debate : 
"Resolved that "Deception is Sometimes 
Justifiable". The affirmative was up- 
held by the Morrice Fiat represented 
by Robert Hall and Lew Anderson, 
while the North Flat, represented by 
Henry Cousens and Harry Avison, took 
the negative side of the argument. 

Hall stated at the outset that lie did 
not wish to weaken the moral fibre by 
countenancing 'falsehood but merely 
wanted to show that deception was 
sometimes justifiable. He pointed out 
that there arc some ideals which could 
only exist in a Utopian world, but for 
ordinary people in an ordinary world, a 
litlle deception is necessary If everyone's 
inner life were laid bare to the world, 
things would be in a chaotic state. Phy- 
sicians must use a certain amount of 
deception to promote the welfare of the 
patient. Consents, opening the negative 
side, said that truth lies within .the 
power of everyone. The hypocrit com- 
mands no respect. He quoted Dr. Fisher, 
of New York City, who says that a phy- 
sician should never deceive a patient. 
Men have died rather than deny the 
truth; and no better examples of i'.his 
could be found than the old martyrs. He 
appealed of this could bceconf liamar 
appealed to the experience that honesty 
rs the best policy. Anderson, for the af- 
firmative, pointed out ithc difference be- 
tween deceit and deception ; the former 
is a habit, deception is not. 

He said that deception is justifiable if 
it is used to avoid injuring others.' An- 
ger must be concealed, even if not for- 
given, before ithc quarrel can be made 
up. He brought home a strong "point in 
citing the case of a prisoner of war who 
told falsehoods rather than betray the 
strength of his army to the enemy. Avi- 
ison insisted that truth is a sacred and 
vital thing and should never be put away. 
Deception in social custom destroys 
candour and raises harriers. He quoted 
Ruskin to show that even the "white 
lie" is never justifiable. Friendship 
based on deception is impossible. 

The rebuttal of the arguments of the 
negative side was undertaken by Hall. 

The three judges, Dr A. G. Gordon, 
Dr. S. Eakin and the- Rev. A. VV. Loc- 
hcad, then retired to deliberate while the 
meeting was thrown open for discus- 
sion. Dr. Gordon after due consideration 
with his colleagues, warmly compliment- 
ed the speakers on the way they handled 
their cases and stated that the unanim- 
ous judgment was in favour of the af- 
firmative. The meeting closed with the 
National Anthem. 



The common idea that Yale is a rich 
man's college is shown to be un- 
founded by an analysis of the statis- 
tics of their Self-Help Bureau.

M. BERTRAND 
SPOKE AT THE

President of Allied Great War 
Veterans' Association 



BRILLIANT ORATORY 



Many Ladies Present in the 
Audience 



"Our great war veterans united for 
a common cause during the war, and 
t'hey are now united for justice and 
peace," was the keynote of an ad- 
dress by M. Charles Bertrand at a 
meeting of the Alliance .Française in 
the R.V.C. last night. 

The meeting was called to order at 
8.30 by M. Desaulniers, president oi 
the Alliance Française, who introduc- 
ed the speaker .of the evening. M. 
Bertrand is on this side of the water 
to attend the Interallied Great War 
Veterans, Convention, held at Kansas 
City about a month ago. He is pres- 
ident of the Inter-allied G.W.V.A. 
and is accompanying Marshal Foch 
on his tour of America. With a few- 
general remarks, M. Desaulniers ask- 
ed the speaker to address the gather- 
ing. 

M. Bertrand at once captivated his 
audience by his winning manner. He 
spoke of the wonderful reception he 
had received here among his French- 
Canadian brothers and referred in an 
eloquent manner to the welcome ac- 
corded by the Americans to the great 
French generalissimo, Marshal Foch, 
The people across the line showed 
cleanly by their attitude to the French 
war veterans that although they may 
not have signed the peace treaty with 
the Allies, they were heart and soul 
friends of the Allies in sentiment. 

M. Bertrand spoke of the honor 
conferred upon him when he was 
elected president of the Allied Vete- 
rans. He regarded it, he said, as an 
honor, not to him personally, but to 
France. In the days of the war the 
people of France were: drawn' toge- 
ther by the terrible hardships. If the 
men in the trenches showed a mar- 
vellous unity of purpose, the unity 'of 
the veterans today is even greater. 

The bloodshed of the war was a 
terrible thing in itself but on the other 
hand was the great .symbol of true 
brotherhood— blood shed in a com- 
mon cause, that of justice. The vete- 
rans have a new and high • morality 
— a great moral unity for peace. 

There was an impressive moment 
when the speaker bowed in silence 
as a tribute of respect for the glor- 
ious dead and he then went on to 
speak of the widows and orphans — 
our responsibility to them. ' 

The unfortunate wounded have 
sometimes hecn criticised for their

The plans for the new building have 
been prepared by the firm of Nobbs and 
Hyde., the same architects who were 
delegated to make the outline of the 
suggestions 'for Macdonald Park. They 
have had .the firm of Ross and Mac- 
donald as consulting architects on the 
project and the result should be a mo- 
dern institution based on the style of 
many of the other college gymnasiums 
throughout Canada and the United 
States. 

■ -The remodelling of the Arts building 
is a matter that has long been neglected 
by the University owing to the lack of 
building funds. The building is the old- 
est in the University and contains many 
fond memories for graduates who att- 
ended the University when there were 
very few other structures about the 
campus. Many of the faculty buildings 
■which were erected after the Arts 
building were afterwards burnt down 
or destroyed by fire but the old one at 
the top of the campus drive remained 
the same. 

So dear are the old classrooms to 
many rA the former students at the 
University that they hate to see it dem- 
olished and a special request has bceii 
received from ,the Toronto brandi of 
t'.'.c Graduates' Soc tty asking tint the 
old classroom in which Sir William 
Dawson delivered his lectures during 
h b principalship at McGill, shou.d be 
kept intact when the building is torn 
dowi). 

yj For the drawing up of plans of the 
new Arts building the firm of Fether- 
stonhaugh and McDougall has been se- 
lected, with C. J. Saxc as consulting 
architect.

— As two meetings of the 
"Lit" in one week would obviously act 
one jn detriment df the other and as it 
is Vdry Important that as many as."pos- 
siblc be present to support our men in 
their debate against Queens, a session 
during that week was found impractic- 
able. The following week, the last week 
of the term, may likewise be the scene 
of an Intercollegiate Debate.— This is 
of course dependent on McGill winning 
their section when a play-off with Ot- 
tawa College takes place.— This coir- 
tingency must be .taken into account.— 
There remains the further objection that 
during that last week exams take place 
in some of the faculties, and even in the 
faculties where there arc none, the aver- 
age student has felt the approach of Jan- 
uary exams and is spending his precious 
time in preparation for these. I can 
quite appreciate that many students, and 
perhaps even the learned critic herein 
mentioned, can see no possible excuse, 
•for such fervour. However that is his 
gain and our regret.— 

May I be permitted to say in conclu- 
sion ithat you, sir, have always been 
readily disposed to further our interest 
in the "Lit" and that I find it regrettable 
that such an article should have been 
allowed to appear which is bound to 
find a reaction in the students.
